Well, Pixie number one went together last night (the 80m version). From a 
construction standpoint, it went together very easily. The only strange 
thing about the pcb is that it didn't have a hole for the negative battery 
connector...I just drilled an extra hole and ran a lead from the audio grnd 
to the new hole, which seemed to do the trick. 


I haven't tried making a contact yet but it _seems_ to be working OK. If my 
Vectronics 30/300 watt tuner is accurate at pwr levels below a watt, then it 
looks like its putting out about half a watt. The Colpitts oscillator puts out 


a decent signal all by itself...I get an S4 tone on my YEASU 747 when the pixie 
is just sitting idle! Another thing I found odd is that the crystal H & C sent 
me was _Ssupposed_ to be 3.580....however the pixie seems to be operating on 
3.5464, so they either sent me a different crystal or I screwed something up! 


Just for jollies I plugged the pixie into my Radio Shack amplified antenna. 
I found that I could actually "tune in" broadcast stations using the tuner 
on the amplifier. "Radio Free America" on WWCR was coming in clear as a 
bell. Neat!

Gang: 
The Heil HC-4 element arrived yesterday afternoon from Reynolsburg, OH (not 
bad, actually)! 


Things got interesting when I attempted to replace the existing RS mic element 
with the HC-4. This was literaly a case of "the square peg into a round hole" 
exercise. The existing mic element that RS furnishes is round and fits snugly 
into the moulded plastic end on the boom. The Heil HC-4 DX element is 
rectangular and would sit into the hole left by the old element, but the 
topwould not fit over the element. 


Some deft work with the X-Acto knife and a 35 watt soldering iron on the bottom 
mic holder and the HC-4 slid into place. The top section needed to be modified 
so that the corners of the HC-4 would not hold the top of the case above the 
bottom section. Again, the X-Acto knife did the trick and everything mated up 
nicely. 


NOTE: if you are an experienced plastic model builder (I perfer to build German 
and American armor of WW-II) then you won't have a problem with this 
modification. HOWEVER, if you are not adroit with the tools of a plastic 
modeler, then find yourself someone who does this sort of thing and oversee the 
project. 


The Results: WHAT AN IMPROVEMENT! My first QSO was KY8M, mobile using a 
MFJ-9420 in his car driving in Cleveland, OH. Craig and I held the frequency 
for almost 20 minutes before the QRM and QSB ended our conversation. Craig said 
my audio was nice and "punchy" and cut thru the noise and moderate QRM very 
well. 


I worked several other 20 meter stations but my big trophy of the evening was 
Z30IL in Macedonia. He has a small pile up working and I busted him on the 2nd 
try with 2 watts out of the Argo. He commented that my audio had a nice punch 
to it and was very easy to copy. He was really blown away when I told him that 
I was only running 2 watts from my 509. 


I am very satisified with my "poor man's Pro Set". Using the RS MX-50 combo and 
the Heil HC-4 element saved me almost half price of the real Heil Pro Set. It 
was a very rewarding project, and, as a result of this project, I have, at long 
last, added a remote key line and foot switch to the station, which will make 
SSB contesting much easier and efficient (I hate VOX!). 


I don't know how much longer the MX-50s will be on sale for $49.95, so don't 
let any grass grow under your collective feet, if you want to improve your QRP 
SSB station. 


Look for me during this Sunday's SSB sprint. If you hear me rest assured that 
Ill be using my "poor man's Pro Set" to talk to you.

I use an "astronomy" red led light for logging, etc. You can buy them ready 

made or you can get a "Super bright" led from rat shack or somewhere and make 
your own light. Take a regular flange or whatever type flashlight bulb, crush 
the globe and dig out the inside with a small screwdriver. Unsolder the bottom. 
You will have an empty shell with the ceramic bottom intact which has the solder 
ring in it. Take the led and put a 50 to 100 ohm resister in series with the 
led. Forgot which side is the cathode but you can figure that out. Anyway, 
solder the resister in series. One leg goes through the bottom of the lamp and 
the other leg goes to the split on the side (ground). You can "pot" the bulb 
with silicon if you like. 


Astronomers use red light for readings star charts, etc. as the red light 
least interferes with their adapted night vision. It takes about a half an 
hour for your eyes to adapt.

I plan to stop at Campobello Island the morning of August 15th on my way to 
PEI. Will probably operate for an hour or two on 20m using a MFJ 9020 and 
(of all things, a Hamstick on the car). 


Actually my 20m Hamstick is not from Lakeview, it's from Valor and the whip 
is long enough to cover the CW band without capacitive assistance. 


Got up my nerve and finished the SWL30 this morning and fired it up. Draws 
about 20ma on receive and makes no smoke, ta!da! As predicted it tunes about 
60khz below the band so I'll have to remove a turn from the coil. 


Got gutsy and keyed it into a dummy load and it seems to make watts, too. 
One unusual observation - when I turn it off, it makes a rather loud squeal 
as the audio capacitor discharges, I guess. Wonder if this is typical? If 


so, I can train myself to remove the phones before pulling the switch. 


I can hear the signal from the MFJ SWR analyzer just fine, so I think it 
actually works! Film at 11.
